It is 
of more practical and immediate 
consequence to the people of Ire- 
land than the fate of the constitu- 
tion and the future status of the 
country. Ireland can be Ireland, 
and as free as Canada, in or out of 
the British Empire. But Ireland 
cannot remain civilised without 
law. Ifa republic were set up to- 
morrow the law would be no more 
supreme than it is today, perhaps 
even less widely effective. Mak- 
ing Mr. De Valera president would 
not stop the murders. It would 
only transfer to him the task 
which now rests upon other shoul- 
ders, of bringing order out of 
chaos and setting up security 
where none exists.

QUESTION OF THE SENATE, 
Editor, The Butietin; 


Sin—In the tse of March 16th of! 
The BuNetin there appeared a report 
of a speech on the Canadian and 
United States senates delivered by 
Mr, Ewing. The part concerning the 
United States senate deserves some 
comment, | 

Mr. Dwing after alluding to some 
Opinons of Franklin and Hamilton 
Soes on to say, if reported correctly, 
“Bome of their contemporaries would 
have even gone #o far as to make} 
life jobs for all judges, In American 
constitutional history it is worthy of 
remark that nearly all discussion of 
important questions centres in the 
Senate, naturally gravitating there be- 
cause the most able men in public 
life do not take upon themselves the 
trouble and expense of offering them- 
selves for re-election every two years. 
The change and turmoil of congres- 
sional life is not conducive to the 
calm consideration of the problems 
of the nation's life.” 

As to judges, the constitution of! 
the United States provides for the ap-, 
pointment of all judges of all its 
courts, both inferior and superior, for 
life. By this is meant federal antl 
not state judges, for the constitution 
of the United States hag nothing to 
do with judges thad interpret tho 
laws of the states. 

Now concerning Mr. Pwing’s com- 
Parison betwen the house of repro- 
séentat:ves and the senate, {t may b«! 
eald that they are strictly co-ordinate 
bodies. Any law passed by congress 
may originate in either body, To this 
there is one notable exception ani) 
that {5 all bilia for raising revenue 
must originate in the house of repr>- 
sentatives. But all laws, no matter 
fn which body they originate, must be} 
paesed by both houses to become laws. | 
So that it is very essential that ail! 
questions be thoroughly threshed out} 
in the house as !n the senate, Per- 
haps most of the far reaciisg acts 
of congress have originated in the 
house of representatives. It {9 to be 
said in this connection that the sen- 
ate together with the president has 
the power of inaking treaties with 
foreign governments. 

Of fifteen presidents who at somes 
time in their career served in con- 
grems, the following served in the 
house of representatives; Johnson, 
I4ncoln, Buchanan, Fillmore, Polk, 
Tyler, Jackson, J. Q, Adams, Madi- 
gon and McKinley. At least two serv- 
ed in both houses. These were Jack- 
gon and Buchanan. Those who ser- 
ved in the senate alone were Fierce, 
Benjamin Harrison, Van Buren, Mon- 
roe and Harding.

According to an article by Emil Led- 
ner, Caruso’s European manager, in 
the Berliner Tageblatt, Caruso wrote 
to him in 1912 thus: 

“Tam invited by Senator Arrigo 
Bolto to create the chief part in his 
opera of ‘Nero,’ which §s 40 be pro- 
duced at La Scala in Milan at the cen- 
tenary celebration of Verdi’"—Verdi 
was born in 1813. 

“I believed that I ought not to de- 
Cline so flattering an invitation, al- 
though my acceptance, or rather your 
acceptance, would involve @ really co- 
lossal monetary eacrifice. Considerin 
our friendly and sincere relations, 
beg of you tomake it possible for me 
to enter into this connection with one 
of the most important artistic cvents 
of the world of cukure, wiich has 
been impatiently awaited for thirty 
years, 

“I can only consider your refusal of 
this request as outeide of the remotest 
Possibility: for I have already tele- 
graphed Boijto; and people in Milan 
and the whole Italian press know that 
this possibility of my taking part in

GRASS LAND 


—_—— 


Not Profitable to Leave Ficids 
Down To Grass More Than 
Three Years 


Soil drifting, the weed menace, as 
well a@ shortage of hay and pesture 
are compelling many farmers to seed 
down part of their cultivated land to 
grass. Since seeding dewn ip becom- 
ing @ general practice the next ques- 
tion to be cconsidered is how long to 
leave the land down to graes and 
when and how to break up. 

Certain conclusions. may be drawn 
from the ‘experiments with Gad | ro 
tations conducted on the Dominion 
Experimental Stations, Perusal of the 
reports on these experiments shows 
that in the moister sections in some 
relations only one crop of hay !e 
taken off and the land ig ther broken 
up. In the drier districts the land ig 
uBually left down to grass for two 
cropping years. The average returns 
for @ seven year period at Scott shows 
that there were 8,081 lbs. of hay per 
acre harvested in the first year, 2,695 
in the @econd and 2,352 Ibs. in the 
third year in hay. It hes generally 
been recognized that it {sg not pro- 
fitable to leave fleids down to gram 
for more than three years.

All City Relief to Single Men 
Dated To Cease On Friday 
Morning 


APPEAL TO MAYOR 


Ruling Suspended Until Council 
Makes Its Decision At To- 
night's Meeting. 


There was e@ cheer that went up 
from a vig crowd of the unemployed 
in front of the city hall on Friday 
|morning, on the return of a delega- 
tion that had been sent up to eee the 
mayor, 

Friday wae to be an unlucky day 
|for the single men of the unemployed. 
for it was the day set when ali the 
relief from the city should have 
oeased, and under thia ruling the 
men supposedly had their last meal 
at the city’s expense this morning. 

With no work in eight, most of 
them were wondering what fate had 
lin store for the next week or two, so 
{t was a great reiief when the dele- 
gation came ‘back and said that the 
mayor would guarantee relief for the 
day at least, and what would happen 
further would be decided by council 
tonight. Judging from expressions of 
the a‘dermen at a recent meeting of 
council there is but little doubt the 
relief will be continued. 
| Subsequently the mayor stated that 
| bis gaction was based upon tbe fol- 
| ene reasons. 


When council decided that the re- 
| lef for single men should cease at the 
end of the month it was upon the aes- 
eumption that the federal contribu- 
tions would etop at this time. 

At the same time the commisston- 
ers were asked to look into the whole 
matter and report to council tonight. 
| The gituation has been altered by 
;the fact that the federal government 
jhas new announed its willingness to 
| Continue relief until the end of April. 
| This offer, however, is dependent 
}upon the provincial and municipal 
{authorities also*contributing one- 
third share each. So far the city com- 
missioners had not .been able to make 
[@Qny statement on the matter for the 
‘reason nothing on the question had 
j} been heard from the provincial gov- 
ernment. This morning. 
jaftter a conference between the pre 
mier and Hon. A. Ross, minister of 
public works, n¢wae was telephoned to 
,the mayor that the province would 
|continue to pay its share of relief un- 
{til the end of April. 


The mayor said that no word ag to} 


jthe continuation of any public 
; Works for the benefit of the married 
unemployed was recelved from the 
Hon. A. Ross. 

He was reporting the whole matter 
to council, and had asked the Wel- 
fare Board to carry on until coune!i 
had made its decision.
